Consolidation of 
Fire Districts 


Recommendation that a singls fire 


prelection district be formed to 
comprise all unincorporated areas of 
the county, to carry out the func- 
tions now assumed by thirty sepa- 
are fire protection districts, is pend- 
ing before the board of supervisors, 
in report from Spence D. Turner, 


county forester'and fire warden. 


The 
change,' Turner declared, 


would promote economy and ef- 
ficiency thru increased flexibility of 
personnel and equipment. He pro- 
posed that the district be financed 
on a basis of "use," under which the 
following tax classifications 
would 


be recognized: residential and neigh- 
borhood business, industrial, agri- 
cultural and watershed. 


As this unified district would also 


be charged with suppression of wa- 
tershed fires, Turner recommended 
amended legislation making it man- 


datory that all incorporated areas be 
taxed for the suppression of such 
fires. He also urged legislation to 
permit any sixth-class city to annex 
to a county fire protection district 
under the same taxing method as 
outlined for unincorporated areas.

More Power for the CCC— 


President Roosevelt this week recommend- 


ed to congress the establishment of a perma- 
nent Civilian Conservation Corps of 300,000 
enrollees, with provisions that this number 
can be expanded as the need is demonstrated. 


The president's request came on the fourth 


anniversary of the creation of CCC camps, 
and without question, it can be said that the 
conservation corps has been the most suc- 
cessful single operation in the entire New 
Deal program. 


We who are close to it on the Pacific coast, 


who know its great value in protecting our 
mountains from fire, in building roads and 
trails and fire towers, are enthusiastic for its 
continuation, and readily willing to subscribe 
to its expansion. At present, the enrollment 
of young men and veterans reaches about 
300,000, and the work accomplished during 
the past four years points inevitably to great- 
er programs for this department. The Civil- 
ian Conservation Corps is a great and out- 
standing achievement of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration, and he should be given unlimited 
credit for it, as it is, in a very large sense, 
his own conception. 


The time may come, perhaps in the next 


ten years, when college and high school 
youths will spend- two years in this work as 
a sort of postgraduate occupation, and the 
enrollment might conceivably become a mil- 
lion men or more. It is a preparation for life- 
work, a body-building and character-building 
method that has already proved itself. Con- 
gress should make this department a perma- 
nent one, with liberal provisions for making 
it bigger and more inclusive.

Railroad cars have a fixed capacity in ton- 
nage, and the law is strict against overload- 
ing, A dam must be built to withstand three 
times the amount of the expected pressure. 
Every vessel on the seas has to conform to 
specifications that are designed to prevent 
over-stress. 


Why should a stunt-flyer be allowed to 


overload her plane, endanger her own life 
and that of others, destroy property? We are 
too lenient with these barnstormers. Avia- 
tion should be considered grown up, and no 
longer childish play.

It will undoubtedly develop that a 
great new' field of newspaper readers will be 
created by this one change alone, for there 
are many hundreds of thousands of people 
who have quit reading "body type" because 
of failing eyesight.

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Lack of Skilled Labor— 


A national bulletin reaching the Argus desk 


from an industrial institute complains almost 
bitterly that a great number of the unem- 
ployed are really unemployable, because they 
have not been trained to ' perform skilled 
work. Demands now being made by industry 
for skilled labor in all lines are not being 
met. The men and women capable of filling 
the positions are all employed, and there is 
no reserve. 


What can industry expect? If you turn 


youths and young women away from the in- 
dustrial factories for six years, leaving them 
to tramp the streets, wash dishes, wash cars 
and wash dogs for their meals, are you justi- 
fied in making mournful cries if they are not 
skilled when you want them? 


In the old pre-technical days, help was laid 


off for indefinite periods, and could be swung 
back onto the job because much fewer jobs 
were of the skilled land. Today there is very 
little common labor. If industry wants man- 
power on skilled jobs it will have to train it, 
and at the expense of industry. And it isn't 
very remarkable that labor is not enthusiastic 
about learning trades when it is known that 
they will be thrown out without warning at 
any time. 


Use to Preach— 


Each week's mail brings to every news- 


paper a flood of statistics and horror stories 
from various state and national bureaus con- 
cerning the ever-rising traffic toll. But why 
print anything about it? Why pay any atten- 
tion to it? 


Newspapers have carried their full share 


of this burden in the past. They have used 
every possible method of publicizing the need 
for safe driving, better regulation, better road 
engineering. The toll of dead and injured 
gets bigger every week. 


The people are not interested. There is 


one ineradicable idea in the minds of all hu- 
man beings, which is that "it can't happen to 
me—it can't happen here." 


Only way that traffic horrors can be mini- 


mized is to work toward making the boule- 
vards fool proof, and that's a long and expen- 
sive job. People individually are fairly intel- 
ligent; in groups and in the mass they are 
morons. Only 7 per cent of the traffic fatali- 
ties in California last year were due in any 
way to drunk driving or the use of alcohol. 
The remainder were due to moronic driving 
—insane speed. 


It is of no avail for newspapers and public 


officials to preach to people on safe driving. 
We must work to make all boulevards and 
streets safe to the greatest degree possible, 
and let the fool-killer take those who can't 
under any conditions be protected.

Plans Available 
for New Walnut 
Dehydrator 


University of California is making 


available to walnut growers blue 
prints and specifications for con- 
struction of a new type of multi- 
stage dehydrator, which has many 
advantages from the standpoint of 
construction cost. 


H. M. Kimball, assistant farm ad- 


visor, Los Angeles county, received 
word concerning the plan;; from Pro- 
fessor H. B. Walker of the division 
of agricultural engineering at Davis. 
Plans are being issued for each of 
three sizes. 


During the last two years there 


have been several dehydrators of 
this type built in southern Califor- 
nia, tentative plans having been 
supplied by the university. The Graf 
brothers of Puente were the first in 
this county to construct a machine. 
Theirs is of eight tons capacity. J. C. 
Pearson of West Covina constructed 
a plant of ten-ton capacity last sum- 
mer for use in the 1936 harvest sea- 
son. 


According to Mr. Kimball, most 


farmers will find themselves able to 
built these plants themselves. Speci- 
fications which accompany the plans 
give details for furnace construction, 
fuel requirements, air and horse- 
power needs, and suggestions on 
construction. 


Three sizes of dehydrators and 


their capacities are 4x4 cross section 
with a capacity of 1.2 tons; 4x6 cross 
section 1.8 tons, and 6x6 cross sec- 
tion 2.7 tons. The blue-prints and 
specifications covering these three 
sizes are No. C181, C182, and C183, 
respectively.
